After taking a ride on Al¬ 
berta’s ill-fated Highway 63 
over the long weekend, the 
Provincial Transportation 
Minister says he wants the 
busy stretch fixed “yester¬ 
day.” 

Ric Mclver — a former 
Calgary alderman who was 
recently entrusted with the 
transportation portfolio 
by Premier Alison Redford 
— said he wanted to gain 


firsthand knowledge of 
where problem areas exist 
on the highway running 
from Edmonton to Fort Mc¬ 
Murray. 

“It’s a good road when 
it’s not busy, I can see that,” 
he said Monday. 

But it’s when the sin¬ 
gle-lane highway becomes 
crowded that tragedy oc¬ 
curs, such as a crash last 
month that killed seven 
people. 

The province has pledged 
to twin the road, but crit¬ 
ics say it has taken far too 
long and thousands turned 
up for a protest earlier this 
month demanding action. 

Nicole Auser, who helped 
organize the demonstra¬ 
tion, deemed Mclver’s com¬ 
mitment to finding solu¬ 
tions a breath of fresh air. 


She said residents in the 
area have also noticed a 
renewed devotion to con¬ 
struction on the highway. 

“This is something 
people have been fighting 
for, for a very long time,” 
she said. 

Mclver said Highway 63 
is near the top of his prior¬ 
ity list as he continues to 
familiarize himself with Al¬ 
berta’s transportation sys¬ 
tem as a whole. 

“I can tell you there are a 
lot of people doing a lot of 
work right now preparing 
to find ways to accelerate 
the process,” he said of the 
twinning.

Search for two

The search continued 
Monday for two Cam- 
rose-area men who 
went missing while 
on a fishing trip at Coal 
Lake in Wetaswkiwin 
County.

Mifire arrived in Ottawa 
with her three daughters, 
then met her military hus¬ 
band and moved to Mont¬ 
real before arriving in Ed¬ 
monton in 2007. 

She now has five children 
— including Ornela, 14, and 
Stella, 12, who also became 
Canadians on Monday. 

“I came to Canada for pro¬ 
tection first,” she said. “But 
(this has) been my dream. For 
me and my family.” 

The new Canadians were 
congratulated by the likes 
of former senator Tommy 
Banks, MP Laurie Hawn, 
Deputy Premier Thomas 


Lukaszuk and Lt-Gov. Don¬ 
ald Ethell. 

Lamis Gabr left Egypt to 
be with her husband, arriv¬ 
ing in Edmonton on March 
25, 2008. 

The architect is currently 
a stay-at-home mom to her 
children, ages one and three. 

“It was something very 
much prepared for destiny,” 
she said of her journey to 
Ganada. “I feel very lucky.” 

During his speech, Pol¬ 
ish-born Lukaszuk noted 
those same feelings when 
he became a Ganadian 30 
years ago.

More than 100 licensed 
practical nurses and 
health care aides will 
begin picketing this mor¬ 
ning at an Edmonton care 
centre in a wage dispute 
with their Vancouver- 
based employer. 

According to the 
Alberta Union of Provin¬ 
cial Employees (AUPE), 
the workers will go on 
strike from their jobs at 
the Hardisty Care Centre, 
at 6420 101 Ave., at 7 a.m. 
today. 

The AUPE claims the 
local health-care profes¬ 
sionals make as much 
as 30 per cent less than 
their peers employed by 
Alberta Health Services. 

In response to the 
proposed strike action, 
the Hardisty Care Centre 
issued a lockout notice for 
7 a.m. Tuesday.

Recommendation. No clemency for Alberta man 
on death row, says Montana parole board 


The parole board in Montana 
on Monday recommended 
that an Alberta man on death 
row be denied clemency. 

Ronald A. Smith’s case 
now goes to Gov. Brian 
Schweitzer, who has the final 
say on the matter. Smith is 
seeking life in prison without 
the possibility of parole — in¬ 
stead of the death sentence 
he now faces. 

Smith is believed to be 
one of only two Canadians 
on death row in the United 
States. 


He argues his original 
1983 trial for shooting two 
Blackfeet cousins — in which 
he asked for and received 
the death penalty — was 
botched. His attorneys also 
have argued it is fundamen¬ 
tally unfair that Smith, of Red 
Deer, Alta., be killed while an 
accomplice was long ago re¬ 
leased on parole and returned 
to Canada. 

The Montana Parole Board 
earlier this month heard 
testimony for a full day, 
with Smith’s family tear¬ 


fully pleading for his life. But 
Blackfeet tribal members and 
family of the victims argued 
the execution has been post¬ 
poned for too long and say it 
is time for Smith to pay for 
his crimes. 

The Canadian govern¬ 
ment, after some internal 
policy changes, is again 
asking Schweitzer to spare 
Smith’s life. 

There is no time limit for 
a final decision from Schweit¬ 
zer.

Toronto-area woman one of four 
to die descending Mount Everest 


150 climbers. Brief

A Canadian woman has died 
pursuing her dream of scal¬ 
ing Mount Everest. 

Shriya Shah-Klorfine, of 
Toronto, was among three 
people who died while des¬ 
cending from the summit 
Saturday in what are being 
described as overcrowded 
conditions. 

“My wife was someone 
who lived life to its fullest, 
with irrepressible energy and 
vitality,” her husband Bruce 
Klorfine said. 

Shah-Klorfine was be¬ 
lieved to be the first South 
Asian woman from Canada to 
try to raise the Canadian flag 
on Everest. 

Born in Kathmandu, 
Nepal, Shah-Klorfine, 33, 



grew up in Mumbai, India 
and moved to Canada to be 
with her husband. 

Shah-Klorfine was on the 
board of the Conservative 
Party’s Toronto-Davenport 
riding association. 

The climbers who died 
were believed to have suf¬ 


fered exhaustion and altitude 
sickness. One other person, 
a Sherpa guide, was listed as 
missing Monday The other 
victims were German doctor 
Eberhard Schaaf, South Ko¬ 
rean Song Won-bin. and Chi¬ 
nese climber, Wang- 5 d Fa, 55.

Quake in north Italy kills seven 


A magnitude 6.0 earthquake 
shook northern Italy early 
Sunday, killing at least seven 
people and toppling some 
buildings. 

The quake struck early 
Sunday morning between 
Modena and Mantova, about 
35 kilometers north-north¬ 
west of Bologna. 

Cheese producer Oriano 
Caretti woke up to the shak¬ 
ing earth, and then to the 
roar of 30,000 39-kilogram 
wheels of Parmesan cheese 


crashing to the ground in the 
warehouse next to his home. 

The 6.0 magnitude quake 
toppled-centuries old build¬ 
ings also caused enormous 
damage to the region’s world- 
renown cheese production. 
The Coldiretti Italian farm 
lobby said 400,000 wheels of 
Parmesan and Grana Padano 
cheese were damaged when 
the racks where they are aged 
collapsed. 

Total agriculture losses, 
including lost cheese, felled 


livestock and damaged ma¬ 
chinery in the agriculturally 
rich Po River Valley, are esti¬ 
mated at $200 million. 

Four of the seven dead 
were workers on the over¬ 
night shift who were buried 
in rubble. The other three vic¬ 
tims — including a German 
tourist and an Italian centen¬ 
arian — died of heart attacks 
or health conditions brought 
on by fear. 

In all, one farm lobby 
group says 400,000 wheels of 


Parmesan and Grano Padano 
cheese were damaged in the 
quake. 

“Gonsidering that what 
you see here represents the 
work of seven companies for 
two years, this means that 
the repercussions on the rural 
economy of these farms and 
this territory will feel it pretty 
badly,” Garetti said. 

Four of the seven dead were 
workers on the overnight shift 
who were buried in rubble.

Canada’s military involvement 
in Afghanistan will come to a 
firm end in March 2014, the 
prime minister said Monday at 
the close of the NATO summit. 

Though Canada will con¬ 
tinue to financially support the 
Afghan army, there will be no 
boots on the groimd once the 
NATO-led mission there comes 
to a close, Stephen Harper said. 

“The time has come,” Harp¬ 
er said. “All the benchmarks, all 
the milestones are being met to 
make this possible.” 

The annoimcement came as 
NATO and its partner nations 
formally agreed that Afghan se¬ 
curity forces would take control 
of any combat next summer 
with NATO shding into a sup¬ 
port role imtil 2014. 

They expressed confidence 
m the ability of Afghan secur-

The arc of Harper’s views 
on Afghanistan might have 
been summed up in his body 
language as he and other NATO 
leaders began their final day 
of meetings. Harper was once 
the strongest proponent of the 
war in Afghanistan, vowing 
Canada wouldn’t cut and run.

Two Canadian 
women fatally 
stabbed in 
botched robbery 

Two Canadian women 
were fatally stabbed 
Monday during a botched 
robbery in a southern New 
Jersey resort community. 

The victims, ages 47 
and 80, were both stabbed 
multiple times in the up¬ 
per body. Both died a short 
time after at a hospital. 

Sgt. Monica McMen- 
amin, an Atlantic City 
police spokeswoman, said 
Antoinette Pelzer, 44, was 
arrested around 10 a.m., 
just moments after the 
robbery occurred. 

Pelzer initially was 
charged with two counts 
of aggravated assault and 
weapons offences. But 
Atlantic County prosecutor 
Ted Housel said she would 
likely face more serious 
charges following the 
victims’ deaths. 

Housel said a city police 
ofiicer who happened to 
be patrolling in the area 
witnessed the stabbing 
and quickly subdued Pel¬ 
zer at gunpoint on a block 
not far from the city’s 
casino district.

British officials have given their 
word: “We won’t read your 
emails.” 

But experts say the govern¬ 
ment’s proposed new surveil¬ 
lance program will gather so 
much data that spooks won’t 
have to read your messages to 
guess what you’re up to. 

The U.K. Home Office 
stresses it won’t be reading the 
content of every Britons’ com¬ 
munications, saying the data 
it seeks “is NOT the content 
of any communication.” It is, 
however, looking for informa¬ 


tion about who’s sending the 
message and to whom, where 
it’s sent from and other details, 
including a message’s length 
and its format. 

The proposal, unveiled last 
week as part of the govern¬ 
ment’s annual legislative pro¬ 
gram, is just a draft bill, so it 
could be modified or scrapped. 

But if passed in its current 
form, it would put a huge 
amoimt of person^ data at the 
government’s disposal, which it 
could use to deduce a startling 
amoimt about Britons’ private 


lives — from sleep patterns to 
driving habits or even infidehty. 

“We’re entering a whole 
new phase of analysis based on 
the data that we can collect,” 
said Gerald Kane, an informa¬ 
tion systems expert at Boston 
GoUege. The ocean of informa¬ 
tion is hard to fathom. Britons 
generate four billion hours of 
voice calls and 130 billion text 
messages annually, according 
to industry figures.

ever, with the wisdom of time 
at my disposal. I’d suggest 
something different. 

First of all, take a breath; 
park the $20,000 in a short 
term GIC or high interest 
savings accoimt for at least a 
couple of months until the 
emotional dust settles a bit. 

Second, after a windfall of 
any kind, ask the question, 
“Vidio are you?” Spending, 
saving and investing is entire¬ 
ly dependent on your person¬ 
ality and situation. A yoimg, 
safely employed, debt-less 
divorcee with no kids could 
justify a fab trip, a killer new 
wardrobe or cool wheels. 

On the other hand, debt, 
dependents and dreams might 
steer you in a different path. 
Let’s say you have sizeable 
RRSP (registered retirement 
savings plan) contribution 
room. Deploying most of the 


funds to retirement savings 
might yield a nice refund next 
year, which could then be 
used to pay down debt. 

If kids are in the picture

I cannot help my frugal 
self — I refuse to pay 
more for something than 
it’s worth. I’m nearing 
30 days left before my 
house sale closes and I 
cannot seem to find a new 
property that fits my cri¬ 
teria AND has reasonable 
potential for added value. 

So, this week I began 
exploring an entirely new 
home-bu 3 dng idea, vWiat 
if, instead of succumbing 
to the pressure to buy 
an over-priced inner-city 
detached home, I bought 
with an entirely new 
set of criteria; a small, 
centrally located condo 
with high rental income 
potential? 

I’ll live in it for a few 
years, and when I finally 
do find the right shack, 

I can rent out the condo 
and move into my more 
affordably priced dream 
home. 

This idea led me to 
hours of Google research 
to determine what char¬ 
acteristics I should look 
for in a profitable rental 
income property. 

Bu 5 dng in a good 
neighbourhood will help 
attract quality tenants. If 
you would like to rent to a 
family, the property needs 
to be located near schools 
and playgrounds. 

Proximity to down¬ 
town would be important 
in attracting a down¬ 
town professional. A low 
neighbourhood crime rate 
would make tenants feel 
safe. 

Locations that have 
growing emplo 5 mient 
opportunities attract a 
high volume of potential 
tenants. You can deter¬ 
mine which communities 
are growing by research¬ 
ing on Statistics Canada 
or by visiting your local 


librarian. 

Municipal planning 
departments can inform 
you on what other 
developments are set 
to take place near your 
rental property. Gener¬ 
ally speaking, if there’s 
significant development 
zoned for your area, like 
malls or condos, growth 
is expected. But certain 
developments, like a 
major thoroughfare could 
increase noise and de¬ 
crease green-space which 
will hurt your tenant 
prospects. 

Vacancy rates indicate 
how successful you’ll be 
at attracting tenants. Low 
vacancy rates allow land¬ 
lords to maintain or raise 
rental rates. Alternatively, 
high vacancy rates force 
landlords to lower rents to 
scoop up tenants. 


The condition of 
the property can be 
determined by a home 
inspector. Avoid ones with 
structural integrity issues. 
Inexpensive aesthetic 
changes can be made to 
‘healthy’ properties that 
will attract tenants. 

Rental rate will deter¬ 
mine whether the prop¬ 
erty is to be profitable. 

If the rent is not enough 
to cover the mortgage, 
condo fees, and taxes, 
keep looking around. 

The bottom line on 
rental properties is that 
they’re supposed to con¬ 
tribute to your equity and 
monthly cash flow, not 
the opposite. In my case, 
it may serve a secondary 
purpose — it buys me 
time to find the right 
house while building up a 
long-term investment.

Another disappointing finish at 
the IIHF World Hockey Cham¬ 
pionship didn’t end up hurting 
Team Canada in the seedings 
for the next Olympics. 

It arguably landed in the 
best of the three groups for the 
2014 Games in SocW, Russia, 
along with Finland, Norway 
and a lower-level qualifier. 

The groups were deter¬ 
mined based on the world 
rankings at the conclusion of 


the IIHF World Hockey Cham¬ 
pionship, which was won in 
dominant fashion by Russia on 
Sunday. 

Canada had hoped to use a 
good finish at the tournament 
to guarantee the best group 
possible in Sochi. It remained 
fifth in the world ranking after 
losing in the quarter-finals, but 
landed in a decent group after 
a surprisingly strong world 
championship from Norway 


saw it jump to eighth in the 
world. 

The international scene has 
been tough on Canadian teams 
since the Vancouver Olympics 
with three straight early exits 
at the world championship. 

Under the Olympic tour¬ 
nament format, the top two 
teams in each pool — plus 
the next best two — move on 
to the quarter-finals.

The U.S. government’s 
case got a boost as it hit 
the homestretch Monday 
in the sixth week of the 
perjury trial that will 
determine whether Roger 
Glemens lied to Gongress 
in 2008 when the former 
star pitcher denied using 
performance-enhancing 
drugs.
